SICK OF THE “SHADOW.” 


The Queer Charge on Which Rudolph Marx, 
a Tailor, Was Acquitted. 


Rudolph Marx was tried by a jury in Judge 
Cady’s court this morning on a charge of dis- 
turbing the peace of Mrs. H. A. Schmidt, wife 
of the Olive street tailor. The case grew out 
of the trouble Mr. Schmidt is having with his 
tailors. He recently imported some tailors 
from Germany, it is alleged, to take the 


places of the higher priced hands he had at 
work. When Schmidt’s old tailors were 
thrown out of employment thev issued a cir- 
cular calling on the people to boycott his 
place because he employed ‘‘imported green 
German scab labor. The strikers endeav- 
ored to learn where Schmidt was having his 
work done—that is his sewing which is always 
done outside the shop. Mrs. Schmidt entered 
a street car with a bundle of work one day and 
Marx, who is one of the discharged hande, got 
in the same carand followod her, riding in 
every street car which she took. He wanted 
to learn where she left the work. Finally 
she had him arrested. At the 
trial all testimony concerning the strike was 
siiminated, and only the testimony concern- 
ing the actual offense admitted, that is only 
testimony in regard to his having followed 
her and getting on the same street cars and 
riding with her. Schmidt testified that Marx 
was an Anarchist, but was not allowed to say 
how he knew this. The jury discharged 
Marx. 


AN EX-POSTMASTER IN TROUBLE, 


A Damage Suit for Malicious Prosecution— 
Late Notes in Court, 


Absalom Pace, formerly Postmaster at 
Salem, Mo., was brought before United States 
Commissioner Crawford this afternoon on the

Should the system 
be fully developed and adopted stations would 
doubtless be located at intervals, say one to 
every degree, so that all the towns and stations 
along the line of a railway would be 
uniform in the time kept by their 
clocks. The motive power is, of course 
electricity, an electric battery being placed 
under each clock itis designed to regulate, 
and connecting witha wire from the central 
station. Then at the stroke of every hour, or 
every fifteen minutes, ifso desired, the oper- 
ator, governed by an indicator, presses the 
button and the wire leading into every clock 
adjusts minute and second hand to 
their proper places. Simple though 
the mechanism be that performs this feat, a 
written description of it is somewhat difficult. 
Connecting with the second hand is a system 
of cog wheels operated by a lever. When 
THIS LEVER IS PULLED 
by the wire the second hands are made to re- 
volve from left to right completely around its 
circuit, when, the force expended, it 
pauses exactiy on the same dot. The 
wire is also connected with an ad- 
joining piece of mechanism, all of which 1s 
compactly stowed away in the clock for the 
regulation of the minute hand. The four quar- 
ters of the hour or circle around which revolves 
the minute-hand are indicated by the four 
angles of an otherwise circular — of metal 
that Ats about the pinion of the hand. By an 
ingenious device a little steel baris made 
to press under the cone-like sur- 
face of one of the pinlon- wheels, the mech- 
anism is lifted from its disc or socket to per- 
mitof free circular action and the square edge 
of one of the angles referred to then ome th 
juxtaposition with the bar, thus setting the 
minute hand on the dot of the correct 
quarter.

Marketable Horses. 


We copy the following suggestions from the 
National Live Stock Journal: 

The value of a horse when offered for sale 
in the markets of large cities depends, in a 


great measure, upon his appearance, and this 
inturn upon the way in which he has been 
handled from the time when broken to har- 
ness. Werefer now particularly tothe class 
of horses selected for driving purposes, 
though prompt active movement on the tom he 
of adraftteam willadd materially to their 
selling value over the span that is slow and 
awkward. It is generally the case that farm- 
ers consider they must, except in rare cases, 
seli for quite moderate prices, and even when 
they believe the animal they offer has special 
merit, they appearto think this must de- 
veloped and made available by some expert 
handler. While practice in any line makes a 
man more skillful, it does not follow that b 
using some pains with his young horse stoc 
a farmer may not very materiaily add to their 
value,and this,too,without any special expense 
in the way of vehicles, etc., or devoting much 
extra time to it. One of the best qualities in 
a horse for either driving or draft work is a 
rompt, rapid walk, and the colt, when 
roken, may be taught this by the farmer 
quite readily, if he will only handle him prop- 
erly. There is more or less driving on the 
road and light work on the farm, where the 
colt can be taught to walk at a good rate, and 
unless of a very sluggish dispesition, he will 
soon need no urging in this respect. The dis- 
position of the man is quite often shown in his 
team. If of a slow, careless disposition him- 
self his horses are allowed to move at a lazy, 
slouch ait, and when the habit is once 
formed they are not easily broken ofit. An 
expertis required to make a desirable team 
out of such material, Granting that the work 
of the farm may be done by very ordinary ap- 
pearing horses, it should be borne in mind 
that farmers do not, as a rule, at least, expect 
to ralse a team with a view of keeping them 
until worn out at service on the farm, and 
hence, should study to develop them in the 
way that will make them the most salable 
when they come to part with them. The in- 
creased value of the horse, secured by proper 
handling, affords a handsome profit for many 
men who watch promising young horses, and, 
having bought them from farmers at quite 
moderate figures, give thema few weeks of 
training that often works such a transforma- 
tion the former owner would hardly recog- 
nize them. Quite a share of this enhanced 
value might be gained bythe raiser ot the 
horse if ne would take the proper cours, 

Some men, it is true, are not at all fitted for 
work of this kind, belng careless, quick 
tempered and lacking judgment and taste; 
but more often the loss suffered is the result 
of the idea that special ability and long 
sagan are required. Let the breeder begin 

y making selections of good mares, and then 
mate them properly, following this up by 
careful and patient handling of the colts, 
keeping in mind all the while the use for 
which they are intended, and seeking to de- 
velop them for 2 that work well, and he 
will find quite a difference in his returns in 
the end. 

With the heavier and more Sagas horses 
there is not the same necessity for constant 
watchfulness and careful handling that there 
is with the more nervous and active young 
horses of the lighter breeds that are so often 
so high spirited that it is with difficulty they 
can be broken to do farmwork. Such horses, 
unless watched constantly, are Mabie to be- 
come frightened and get away, in which case 
they are rendered unsafe, except in the hands 
of most skilful drivers. *

He rapidly rose 
to be a General in the army in command 
of the Northwest frontier, was Governor 
of the Northwest Territory, Territorial 
Delegate in Congress, Indian Agent, Mem- 
ber of Congress from Ohio, United States 
Senator from Ohio, United States Minis- 
ter to Colombia, and otherwise m constant 
aud lucrative public employment until he 
became President of the United States. 
His grandson, the Republican nominee, 
was born in 1833, just three years before 
Gen. WILLIAM HENRY HARRISON became 
the Whig candidate for President, and 
did not have to bé born in an old cabin 
worse than any ocoupied by the domestic

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THE FAKER UNFAKED. 


BRER JONES EXPLAINS HOW HE FAKED 
THE SMITH INTERVIEW. 


He Confesses That His Reporter Never Saw 
Smith—Not One Word of the Interview 
Was True—Ma. Smith Denied Correction 
or Redress. 1 


Overwhelmed by the evidencés of his men- 
dacity, duplicity and treachery in his dealings 
with his subseribers, as exposed in yester- 
day’s Fosr-Drisraron, Brer Jones ot the Re- 
public, who is yet young in crime, last night 
attempted to patch up some hasty defense, 
no matter how flimsy, some palliation or ex- 
cuse in mitigation of the censure brought 
down on him by the revelation of his abuse of 
the name of a reputable clergyman. 

It is only reasonable to assume tliat Brer 
Jones is yet youngin crime because the de- 
tense which he attempts to make only aggra- 
vates the offense, and reveals in more start- 
ling aspects the impudence of the fraud as it 
was perpetrated.

The 
evasion of responsibility by Brer Jones and 
the implied censure of the reporter who 
obeyed instructions is about as contemptible 
a thing as can be imagined, especially when 
one part of the faked interview was dictated 
by Brer Jones and known by him to be not the 
unqualified truth, but an unqualified lle.

He possessés wider and more accurate informa- 
tion regarding the State than half of its residents, 
andi confess I felt considerably chagrined when 
more than once was obliged to confess my igno- 
rance in reply to his questions. I also enjoyed the 
honor of a presentation to Mrs, Cleveland. I have 
met many charming and beautiful women in my day. 
but never one more attractive than she. I do not 
think the newspapers have exaggerated her charms 
of manner and person an lota—in fact, Ido not think 
the r I language afforasa term that can over- 
paint the virtues and attractions of a r pees 
and beautiful woman. But I am forgetting what I was 
to tell you about. As I was leaving the White 
House the President eame graciously forward to 
shake hands with me, and while I etill grasped his 
hand a messenger entered in with a telegram, which, 
with an apology to me, be presented the Pres- 
dent. Mr. Cleveland opened, read it at a glance. 
and, without the quiver of a muscle in his face, 
continued his conversation with me. I imagined 
the dispatch related to some unimportant piece of 
State business, but. as I was leaving him, he handed 
it to me with a smile and said: 

**Perhaps you will be pleased to be among the first 
to know this piece of news?’’ 

‘*T cannot describe to you my feelings when I read 
on that little slip of paper the announcement of the 
President's renomination! I could not offer stereo- 
typed congratulations toa man 60 grandly calm and 
so wonderfully self-possessed, and as I looked at his 
strong. e and impassive features, I felt 
the inspiration of the hour and the man’s singular 
and splendid fate, and I knew that he was the 
creature of a will even stronger than the will of the 
people, which had called him to the high place he so 
magnifieently fills, ntain him

ing my 
blessed him and his administration, in the name of 
Almighty God, and gave him cheer for the fight to 
come. He received my blessing with bowed head 
and remained an instantin the same position; then 
with a gesture and a word, he thanked me and ore 
away. It was an impressive moment, and 1 do not 
believe there was a person in the room who did not 
feel a solemn conviction that he was looking upon 
the next President of the Untied States, beyond the 
power, of mere partisan opposition to make other- 
wise. 

Mr. Smith 


is a handsome man of imposing 
appearance, apparently about 50 years of age, 
though extremely well preserved, with 
bright, kindly bime eyes, prominent features 
and 8 corn-colored, beard, wornin the Conkling style. 
He is one of the foremost divines of the country and 
took an important part in the proceedings of the re- 
cent Presbyterian conference. In conciuding the in- 
tor view he said: 

**T am pleased to make the acquaintance of any one 
connected with the Republic, It is my favorite news- 
paper.

Smith’s language in his letter of even date 
with the one to Brer Jones says: ‘‘I have 
been trying ever since my return to get the 
St. Louis Republic to do me justice in the mat- 
ter, but have failed 80 far.

A FURNACE IN FLAMES. 


Exciting Scenes at the Burning of the Jupiter | 


Iron-Works. 


A cloud of sparks blowing into the hoist at 
the Jupiter furnace on Davis street, Caronde- 
let, about 8:30 o’clock last evening, fired the 
shaft, and the flames aftegward spreading 
caused a loss of about $25,000. The hoist, used 
for raising ore and fuel from the store-house 
below, was ofa highly inflammabie nature, 
and was burned to the ground a short time 


after catching fire. The flames had no sooner 
attracted a curious crowd than three men were 


seen to be at work on the summit of the hoist, 


over seventy feet from the ground, and cut off 
from every avenue of escape from acruel 
death. But — when their awful 
fate seemed imminent, some one climbed u 
the side of one of the hot-blast furnaces, and, 
whirling a rope about his head, swung it to- 
ward the unfortunates in the cupola. It was 
caught by one of the men and fastened to the 
belfry, so that the lives of all three were prov- 
identially saved. The nearest engine 
is two miles from the Jupiter 
works and some delay was suffered in sound- 
ing an alarm, owing to the peril of the three 
employes and the excitement attending the 
scene. The flames spread to the store-nouse, 
which was burned, alarge amount of coke 
and iron ore being destroyed, in addition to 
the railroad track builton trestles. The Jupiter 
works, of which D. R. Garrison is president, 
were leased to the Western Steel Co. some 
time ago. The insurance on the building de- 
stroyed is $16,000, placed by Mr. Capen. Mr. 
Garrison stated this morning toa Posr- Dis- 
PATCH reporter that the loss of the buildings 
over and above insurance would fall on the 
Jupiter people, the damage to the stock, 
amounting to a very few thousand dollars 
being borne by the Western Steel Co. It will 
take two or three months to rebuild the eleva- 
tor shaft or hoist, and meanwhile a large 
number of men will be thrown out of employ- 
ment. The Western Steel-works employes 
were making ready to blow out the furnace 
when the fire occurred, and this will be pro- 
ceeded with at once, asthe engines were not 
damaged and there is nothing to prevent 0 
running out of the metal. The Western Steel 
Co., as is known, intended shutting down 
permanently before long, and the fire will not 
affect it much beyond hastening the termina: 
tion of its leasehold at the Jupiter works. 


GEORGE WILSON HANGED.

The Albion Wife Murderer Pays the Pen- 
alty of His Crime. 


ROCHESTER, N. I., June 27.—George Wilson 
was hanged in the Albion (Orleans County) 
Jail this morning for the murder of his wife 
on the night of January 17, last year. On the 
morning of the 18th Wilson went to a neigh- 
bor’s and said his wife was dying, and asked 
that the neighbor go to his house and 
remain there while he went for a doc- 
tor. The neighbor did so and found 
the woman dead and having the appear- 
ance of having been dead for some time. 


Wilson soon returned and then an undertaker 
was summoned, who called the Ooroner. 
There were no marks of violence on the body, 
but the lips had the appearance of having 
been bitten. A jury was empanelled, but no 
evidence taken thatday. A postmortem was 
held and the husband was arrested and lodged 
in jail. Testimony before the jury 
showed that the woman had been strangied 
and the jury found that her husband had 
committed the crime. Laura Thompson, a 
pretty girl of 18 years, with whom Wilson 
had be associating, was somewhat mixed 
4 in the case. The murdered woman was 
88 years of age. Wilson was placed on 
trial, and after a long and stubborn fight 
made by his counsel, was found guilty and 
sentenced to be hanged to-day.

Young Em- 
peror William cares nothing about his sisters, 
which, however, is only natural, as he has 
seen very littie of them, so that the Princess 
Vietoria is never likely to return to Berlin or 
Potsdam after she becomes Princess of Bat- 
tenberg. 

EMPRESS VICTORIA. 

It is probable that the Empress Victoria will 
pass the autumn in Scotland, in which case 
she will reside with her three younger daugh- 
ters at Abergeldie Castle, which the Queen has 
placed at her disposal. I hear that the Duke 
and Duchess of Bedford have placed Norris 
Castle, their place near Osborne, at the dis- 
posal of Empress Victoria if she desires to 
visit the Isle of Wight this summer. The 
Empress and Emperor Frederick resided for 
several weeks last year at Norris, which was 
lent them for the summer. 


THE NEW EMPEROR. 
A person who is thoroughly acquainted 


with the young Emperor tells me that he is a 


true Junker. He is, however, a man of de- 
cided ability, and has a thorough practical 
knowledge of affairs of every kind. He is ex- 
ceedingly headstrong and self-willed, and one 
danger to peace is, that having never been 
in war, he may become inspired by 
a morbid eraze to associate his name with 
some great military achievement, but there 
will be no change while Bismarck lives. Em- 
peror William never quarrelled with Russia, 
tor he liked that country, its people and 
methods of government, and hit personal re- 
lations with the Czar were most friendly. The 
old Emperor was untiring for years before his 
death in exhorting his grandson never to 
enter upon war with Russia. 


CHEERED AT THE FUNERAL. 

The crowd at Potsdam actually cheered the 
young Emperor when he was following his 
father’s cofiin to the Krave. A royal funeral is 
always a miserable mockery, for there must 
inevitably be a large number of persons in 
the eortége who, although arrayed in all the 
trappings of woe, are nevertheless, in reality, 
merry as gtigs. A few years ago, on the day 
of the funeral of one of the most prominent 
members of. the English royal family, the 
coffin was lying in state in a chamber hung 
with black, but a distinguished foreigner who 
entered to deposit an imperial wreath 
was scandalized to find two well-known 
noblemen standing at its foot in animated 
conversation and laughing heartily. Form- 
erly a prominent member of the household 
was appointed to remain in atteadance on the 
dommn of the deceased member of the royal 
family on the day before the funeral. He was 
supposed to sit on one sidé, apparently ab- 
sorbed in grief, but a person who entered 
hurriedly found him lounging in an easy cbair 
which he had dragged in from the next room 
with a pile of newspapers and French novels 
and his feet resting on one end of the stand 
on which the coffin was placed.

Officer’s Condition—A Terrible Operation 
—The Negro Still at Liberty. 


Officer Murty O'Sullivan of the Third Dis- 
trict, who was shot last night by Frank Parker, 
& negro desperado, was resting easy this 
morning at his residence, No. 2711 North 
Lefingwell avenue, but is still in avery pre- 
carious condition. The shooting occurred 
about jl o’clook at night on Morgan, 
between Eleventh and Twelftu streets. 
As Omer O'Sullivan was passing 
along there he heard Parker raising a 
disturbance and ordered him to be quiet. The 
negro replied in an insulting manner. O’5ul- 
livan placed bim under arrest. Parker resist- 
ed and a fight ensued. The negro slipped 
away from the officer and the latter struck 
him with his club. Then Parker drew are 
volver. O'Sullivan did likewise and a shoot- 
Ing match occurred. They blazed away at 
each other until both had emptied their 
Weapons, when the officer sank to 
the pavement wounded and the negro 
ran away. When the firing had 
peased it was found that two other men had 
been wounded, Samuel Wilson, a young col- 
pred man, who was standing across the street 
when the fring began, received a bullet in 
his knee. It lodged in the socket. He was 
taken to the City Dispensary, where the ball 
was extracted, and then he was sent home. 
John McHale, a teacher in the Mound City 
Commercial College, who resides on the sec- 
ond floor of the house in front of which the 
phooting occurred, came down-stairs to learn 
the cause of the firing and was struck 
— the left shoulder by a stray bullet.

1 summoned to attend him. 
Officer liivan was carried into aneighbor- 
ing saloon and after a 
examination of his injury 
Yarnell was removed to the City Dis- 
pensary. There Dr. Steinmetz examined the 
wound and thought that the ball had entered 
two inches above the navel and had probably 
lodged in the back. He pronounced the wound 
very dangerous. O'Sullivan was then removed 
to bis home. 

O’Bullivan joined the police force July 15, 

„ and has a most excellent record. 
has wulk ed some of the most dangerous beats 
in the city and knew no such word as fear. 
He has a brother on the force who does duty 
in the Fourth District.

The perforations made it the intestines were 
sewn up and the intestines were then re- 
laced. The holes which had been made by 
he bullet were three in number and were 
large, lacerated and bleeding. Considerable 
mudus had éscaped and there was extreme 
collapse and „ About aoon the offi- 
cer was again visited by the operator and was 
found to be doing well. The operation was a 
very risky and important one but was abso- 
jutely necessary to save the man’s life.

CHARLES MILLER 


The Name of the Mau Whe Committed Sui. 
cide in Forest Park. 


The man who committed suicidein Forest 
Park last evening was positively identified 
this morning as Charles Miller, a waiter. He 
was about 80 years of age, unmarried, and 
lived somewhere on Biddle street. His uncle, 
Henry J. Miller, who keeps a bakery at 
Fourth street and Clark avenue, called at the 
Morgue this morning and identified the body. 


The suicide called at the restaurant in 
Forest Park about 4 o’clock last even- 
ing and told Emilie Haas, a darkeeper 
there that his name was Miller and that he was 
a walter at the Southern Hotel.

Miller was 
a shiftiess sort of a fellow, who only workell 
occasionally. He was last employed as & 
waiter atthe Southern Hotel, as he told the 
barkeeper at the park. It is said he drank 
considerably and was no doubt pressed for 
money, 4 pawn ticket being among the effects 
foun on his body. He probably tired of life 
and determined to end it by cutting his throat,

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


JUDGE SEDDON INTERPRETS THE LAW ON 
MARRIAGE WITHOUT CEREMONY. 


The Validity of Such Relations Discussed and 
a Wife’s Suit for Maintenance Held te 
Be Good—The Motion for Alimony Over 
ruled—Divorce Matters Under the Dome 
To-Day—New Suits Filed. 


Judge Seddon to-day rendered an interest- 
ing decision upon the relation of man and 
wife in the case of Stevens vs. Stevens. The 
demurrer to the petition is overruled. This 
was a suit for maintenance and support 
brought by the plaintiff as the wife of the 
defendant, who is an employe of the Ex- 
position Association. The petition states 
that on the Ist of April, 1886, Mr. Stevens 
intermarried with the vlaintiff in this city. 
The contract was solemniy entered into by the 
parties in each other’s presence, the defend- 
ant agreeing to take the plaintiff as his wife 
and the plaintiff agreeing to take the defend- 
ant as her husband. Thereupon, without any 
further religious ceremonies,they proceeded to 
live together as man and wife and the plaintiff 
alleged that she has since to the present time 
borne i name and lived with him, and has 
faithfully demeaned herself as his wife. She 
alleged, however, thatonthe 6th of May of 
the present year he deserted her without rea- 
sonable cause, and has refused to provide for 
her support. 

The question was whether the plaintiff is the 
wife of Stevens within the meaning of the 
statute which gives toawife an action for 
maintenance when sbe has been abandoned 
by her husband without reasonable ground. 
Section $283 provides that when the 
husband, without good cause, shall 
abandon his wife, the Circuit Court, 
on petition for that purpose, shall 


order and — support and maintenance. 
It was admitted by counsel for the defense 
that the petition set forth a valid marriage 
for many purposes, but it was contended that 
a marriage without the legal ceremonies 

rescribe by the _ statute, Cap. 

evised Statutes, Mo. . is only 
recognized a matter of necessity 
and out of the tender consideration which the 
law has for children and other innocent par- 
ties, that It is in its essence an immoral rela- 
tion and is never recognized at the instance of 
one of the gullty parties. The law looks upon 
marriage with extreme favor, for it is 
recognized both by munſotpal nd 
divine law as at once the conditio of 
‘individual — and the corner- stone of 
the moral order and prosperity of the com- 
munity. Therefore the ceremonies to consti- 
tute a full marriage are of the simplest form. 

The Missouri statute provides that marriage 
is considered in law as a civil con- 
tract to which the assent of parties 
capable of contracting is essential. When 
once entered into it becomes an institution, 
but with certain exceptions, as age, etd., it 
may be entered into like any other civil con- 
tract, no religious or other legal ceremonies 
being necessary to its validity. If two per- 
sous capable of contracting in good faith 

ree with each other to be man and wife, 
they become by words to that effect 
man and wife without any ceremony 
of marriage performed by a minister of the 
gospel or an officer authorized by law to per- 
form the ceremony. 

Greenleaf says that marriage is a civil con- 
tract jure gentium, to the validity of which 
the consent of purties able to consent is all 
that is required. If the contract is made 
per verba de presente, though it is not 
consummated by cohabitation it amounts to 
a valid marriage in the absence of all civil reg- 
ulations to the contrary, and though in some 
of the States there are statutes regulating the 
celebration of marriages yet it is generally 
considered that in the absence = I a positive 
statute that all marri not cel- 
brated in the prescri ed manner 
shall be absolutely void, any marriage regu- 
larly made according to the common law 
without observing the statutory form would 
still be a valid marriage. 

in Engiand, prior tothe Council of Trent, 
marriage was regarded in no other light than 
a civil contract, and the law treated it as it 
did all other civil contracts. Lord Chiet 
Justice Holt said that such a contract 
amounts to an actual marriage as if it had 
been in facie ecclesia. Chief Justice Kent 
said that no pecullar céremonies were requis- 
ite by the common law tothe valid celebra- 
tion of marriage. The consent of parties is 
all that is reg uired by natural or public law. 

Section 3267 Missouri statutes provides that 
marriages may be solemnized by any judge, 
justice of the peace or licensed preacher of kus 
gospel and the act of 1881 provide that a license 
Shall first be obtained, but it is nowhere pro- 
vided by the Missouri ‘statutes that a marr age 
entered into without the prescribed forms 
shall be invalid. The facts set out in Mrs. 
Stevens’ petition show a valid and 
legal marriage. It is valid for the purposes of 
legitimacy, bigamy, dower, curtesy and 
every other purpose, cept, perhaps, di- 
vores, There is nothingSn ali the wide range 
of authorities 4 ona A the position of the 
defendant's counsel the relation 
is immoral and “thes euch 11 
marriage is only considered valid 
when the interest of the children and Innocent 
third persons is concerned. 

The Court ts 2 to conclude in this case 
that the plaintiff is the wife of the defendant 
and is entitied to maintenance under the facts 
stated. There is no authority or warrant for 
the award of alimony, however.

DisPatou reporter: There e no use in dis- 
guising the fact that the nomination of Har-
